By  November  the  Adminis¬ 
tration  Buil'ding  remodeling 
should  get  under  way.  SeverM 
idministoation  offices  will  be 
moved  to  Ihe  first  floor  in  the 
butl^g  relocations.

The  head  of  the  college  has 
other  long-term  plans  for  new 
facilities  in  the  preliminary 
stages,  which  he  will  announce 
at  a  later  da/te.

Students  who  have  complet¬ 
ed  pre-registration  have  avoid¬ 
ed  most  of  toe  frustration  of 
fall  enrollment  to  September 
they  will  only  have  to  pay  toeir 
fees,  register  for  Selective 
Service  student  classification, 
and  pick  up  their  identification 
cards.

The  workshop’s  annual  egg 
drop  from  toe  top  of  Phillips 
Hall  was  conducted  Monday. 
The  .  students  were  instruct^ 
to  package  a  JEresh  egg  in  a 
conitamar  no  larger  than  a  ribioo 
box.  They  used  their  o\ra  imag- 
Inaticms  in  preparing  the  boxes 
as  if  they  were  to  be  dropped 
on  another  planet.  Only  four  of 
the  18  eggs  dropped  were  bro¬ 
ken. 

Material's  used  for  packaging 
included  jello,  oatmeal,  sponge 
rubber,  mid  wafer  in  a  plastic 
bag.  The  experiment  is  design¬ 
ed  to  prove  the  difficiflties  en¬ 
countered  in  putting  some¬ 
thing  into  space,  according  to 
Mr.  Bondurant.

They  also  re¬ 
ceive  material  from  NASA 
and  CAP.

Walk  Needed  SE  of  Golden 


While  planning  for  the  record 
Influx  of  students  this  fall,  pre¬ 
paring  applications  for  federal 
funds  to  increase  college  facili¬ 
ties,  and  coping  with  other  ma¬ 
jor  pi’oblems,  the  administra¬ 
tion  is  probably  too  hard-press¬ 
ed  to  consider  a  proposed  side¬ 
walk. 

However,  the  student  pictur¬ 
ed  above,  who  wishes  to  remain 
anonymous,  is  walking  on  the 
grass  path  extending  from  the 
southeast  entrance  of  Golden 
Hall  to  the  Hudson  Hall  side¬ 
walk. 

Although  many  students  com¬ 
ing  to  or  going  from  campus  or 
to  Hudson  Hall  have  been  uti¬ 
lizing  the  path  for  some  time, 
those  who  have  the  power  that 
counts  have  not  put  a  sidewalk 
in  this  strategic  place. 

One  does  save  41  steps  by 
taking  the  path  instead  of  walk¬ 
ing  around  on  the  sidewalk,  but 
there  is  another  reason  for 
choosing  the  present  grass 
route.  Coeds  from  Roberta, 
Perrin,  and  Hudson  residence 
haUs;  those  walking  to  class 
from  off-campus,  and  students 
unloading  at  the  "cattle  cross¬ 
ing”  converge  on  what  appears 
to  be  a  sidewalk  asterisk  to  the 
cast  of  Golden  Hall. 

These  students  and  faculty 
members  may  have  any  one  of 
MSC’s  buildings  as  their  des- 
tmations.  Many  term  the  re¬ 
sulting  bottleneck  in  sidewalk 
traffic  at  the  asterisk  to  be  the 
worst  on  campus. 

If  the  Hudson  walk  were  ex¬ 
tended  to  the  SE  entrance  of 
Golden  Hall,  some  of  the  prob¬ 
lem  would  be  alleviated.

Recently,  students  on  /  cam¬ 
pus  filled  out  questionnaires 
concerning  “mass  resignation 
of  teachers,”  a  situation  with 
which  some  MSG  graduates 
may  some  day  be  faced.  In 
answer  to  the  question, 
‘‘Do  you  believe  teachers 
should  strike  in  order  to  get 
better  teaching  conditions?” 

Ron  Gayler,  graduating  sen¬ 
ior,  answered:  "Yes.  Today 
the  American  people  have  ster¬ 
eotyped  the  teacher  as  a  mon¬ 
ey-hungry  opportunist,  striking 
simply  for  personal  gain.  Ac¬ 
tually,  they  fail  to  realize  what 
more  money  can  do  for  their 
own  children,  as  students;  bet¬ 
ter  classroom  facilities,  more 
dedicated  teachers,  higher 
quality  teachers,  more  teach¬ 
ers,  residting  in  smaller  class¬ 
es.  In  a  society  that  places  so 
much  emphasis  on  education  it 
is  ridiculous  to  have  our  teach¬ 
ers  on  their  present  salaries.” 

Judy  Hoffman,  junior,  com¬ 
mented:  “No.  The  future  of 
this  country  rests  on  the  shoul¬ 
ders  of  our  teachers.  Agreed 
tlie  pay  scale  of  teachers 
leaves  much  to  be  desired,  but 
teachers  know  when  the  con¬ 
tract  is  signed  what  is  expect¬ 
ed  of  them  that  school  year.” 

Anne  Nielson,  senior,  said: 
"No,  I.  firmly  believe  that 
teachers  should  not  strike.  The 
students  are  the  ones  who  are 
hurt,  not  the  school  board. 
Teachers  should  look  upon  their 
work  more  as  an  art.  Granted, 
a  teacher  has  to  support  a  fam¬ 
ily  also,  but  the  teacher  signed 
the  contract  with  full  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  wage  scale,  so  he 
shouldn’t  gripe  after  he  starts 
teaching.” 

A  senior  commented:  "To 
conform  is  not  always  bad,  but 
at  times  it  is  ridiculous.

case,  if  they  all  had  a  truly 
legitimate  cause,  perhaps  it 
might  be  valid.  However,  to  re¬ 
sign  just  for  the  sake  of  join¬ 
ing  the  group  is  not  valid.  Once 
a  teacher  resigns,  he  disen¬ 
franchises  himself  from  the  ad¬ 
ministration.  Perhaps  they 
could  accomplish  more  in  the 
way  of  reform  by  remaining  a 
part  of  such  a  body.” 

.  A  senior  girl  commented: 
"Yes.  Persons  who  object  to 
mass  teacher  strikes  because 
they  consider  teachers  profes¬ 
sionals  who  should  be  ‘above’ 
such  action  do  not  seem  to 
realize  that  the  teaching  pro¬ 
fession  would  have  greater  stat¬ 
us  and  attract  superior  persons 
if  teachers  would  insist  upon 
certain  minimal  working  con- 
ditons.  Teachers  should  also 
receive  raises  based  upon  per¬ 
formance  rather  than  tenure:” 

Several  graduate  students 
v/ho  have  been  engaged  in  the 
teaching  profession  for  several 
years  also  answered  the  ques¬ 
tions. 

One  high  school  teacher  an¬ 
swered  that  she  did  not  believe 
teachers  should  strike  and  gave 
the  following  comment:  "The 
strike  accomplishes  nothing 
that  could  not  be  accomplish¬ 
ed  through  rational  methods.  I 
feel  teachers  should  use  their 
organizations  as  a  means  of 
discussing  conditions  with  ad- 
ministi’ations  and  boards.  A 
strike  should  be  a  very  last  re¬ 
sort  after  all  reasonable  at¬ 
tempts  fail.” 

When  asked  if  such  a  strike 
should  take  place  at  her  school, 
would  she  participate,  she  an¬ 
swered,  "It  would  depend  on 
the  reason  for  the  strike  and 
the  measures  taken  previous¬ 
ly.  If  I  felt  the  strike  was  a 
last  resort  to  gaining  neces¬ 
sary  improvements,  yes.” 

Another  high  school  teacher 
answered  that  she  didn’t  be¬ 
lieve  teachers  should  strike,  — 
adding:  “I  believe  teaching  is 
a  profession  that  is  really  need¬ 
ed  and  people  in  the  communi¬ 
ty  should  recognize  the  import¬ 
ance  of  education  without  us 
paa’ading  the  streets  to  call  at¬ 
tention  to  the  poor  school  sit¬ 
uations.” 

When  .  asked  if  she  would 
strike,  she  said  she  would  con¬ 


sider  the  idea  on  the  basis  of 
what  had  been  done  before  the 
strike,  how  it  was  being  han¬ 
dled,  and  what  provisions  had 
been  made  for  the  continuation 
of  classes  during  the  strike. 

An  English  teacher  answered 
that  she  did  not  believe  teach¬ 
ers  shoiiid  strike,  because 
"teaching  is  a  pi-ofession  and 
professional  people  should  find 
a  belter  way  to  impi-ove  their 
situation.”  J

Their  applications  includ- 
ded  recommendations  from 
their  administrators,  intei*views 
with  Project  Communicate  spe¬ 
cialists,  and  indications  from 
them  that  they  represented  a 
need  which  would  serve  their 
entire  school  system. 

While  on  campus  this  sum¬ 
mer,  the  paiiicipants  are  tak¬ 
ing  graduate  courses,  attending 
meetings,  and  working  with 
sipecialists  in  an  effort  to  de¬ 
velop  units  in  the  language 
arts  which  they  will  be  able  to 
use  in  the  fall. 

The  specialists  will  follow 
up  this  M ;ork  in  the  fall  by 
supplying  the  materials 
and  help  needed  to  imple¬ 
ment  these  units.  It  is  hop¬ 
ed  that  these  teachers  will 
be  able  to  influence  otticr 
teachers  in  their  respec¬ 
tive  schools  and  stimulate 
some  desirable  changes  in 
the  curriculum.

The  summer  pro¬ 
gram  was  designed  to  fit  these 
needs.  Emphasis  on  the  action 
approach  to  teaching  is  one  of 
the  impoa'tant  aspects  of  the 
program.  Teachers  are  learn¬ 
ing  "to  stop  telling  students 
about  English  and  giving,  in¬ 
stead,  the  students  a  chance  to 
discover  for  themselves.” 

The  different  schools  have 
various  goals  which  they  are 
trying  to  reach  thi'ough  the 
consortium.  In  some  cases, 
they  are  trying  to  develop  team 
teaching  in  their  school.  One 
school’s  enn’Ollees  are  learning 
how  to  use  a  new  linguistic 
text  which  they  have  chosen 
for  next  year,  and  another  par¬ 
ticipant  is  outlining  a  curricul¬ 
um  guide  for  a  large  high 
school. 

Several  participants  were  in¬ 
terviewed  and  asked  to  com¬ 
ment  on  the  consortium  pro¬ 
gram. 

Shirley .  Huber,  Lafayette 
High  School,  St.  Joseph, 
said  that  she  came  to  the 
consortium  "to  learn  more 
about  Project  Conimuni- 
cato,  the  teaching  of  Eng¬ 
lish,  and  to  improve  my 
own  approach  to  the  teach¬ 
ing  of  English.” 

Miss  Huber  feels  that  the 
most  valuable  aspect  of  the 
consoi'tium  is  "the  opportunity 
to  meet  other  English  teach¬ 
ers  from  Northwest  Missouri 
and  share  ideas  with  them.” 
She  believes  Pi-oject  Commu¬ 
nicate  in  general  is  valuable 
for  “its  wealth  of  available  ma¬ 
terials  and  methods  and  its 
friendly,  helpful  staff.” 

Mrs.  Phyllis  Ramsbottom, 
Gallatin,  also  believes  that  a 
valuable  aspect  of  the  consor¬ 
tium  project  is  "the  contact 
with  o^er  teachers  and  pro¬ 
fessional  i>eople.”  She  also 
commented,  “It  gives  us  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  see  and  handle  new 
matei-ials.”

Some  good  news  is  toat  Leon  Muff  and  Barry  Monaghan, 
high  caliber  ends,  will  be  returning.  Hiey  both  are  coming 
from  fine  season  records  and  should  be  even  better  this 
year.
